‘No Way’ Says The Council 


Civil Service For Chief?

When a second councilor questioned the validity of 
the low turn-out at the referendum, Councilor Kerr 
responded sharply, pointing to the fact that two coun¬ 
cilors enjoyed their present positions on the ocuncil 
without having commanded substantial support from 
voters. Councilor Francis Colli won a seat on the coun¬ 
cil by a margin of five votes; while Frederick Nardi tied 
with Joseph Rolland in the general election and will lacc 
a run-off contest in February. 

Kerr’s motion was amended and, in effect, defeated, 
but not without raising heated discussion over the 
relative merits of the civil service system. The council 
was treated to an impassioned disquistion on the part of 
Alfred Treyhey, who told the body that civil service 
“had created a wall against effective management.’’ 
Treyhey claimed that civil service was a “merit-stilling 
system” in which government employees, regardless oi 
their effectiveness, “enjoy rights and priveleges that 
those in the private sector do not.” 

Referring to Council Treyhey as a “learned student ot 
government” Walter Kerr, however, took issue sMth the 
Councilor’s criticisms, saving that civil service periorrn- 


The controversial issue of whether to return me pus- 
tion of police chief to civil service may come before^the 
electorate again, following a decision by the Town 
Council to appeal a recent Superior Court ruling.

Springfield College's President signed a contract last 
week to build a new $5.3 million Physical Education 
Complex that has been designed by Architect Alfred P. 
Casella of Agawam. 

The 100,000-square-foot education facility will be 
built by D.A. Sullivan Sons, Inc., of Northampton. 
Construction will begin in March and at least part of the 
complex will be operative next winter. 

“Just nine months ago we were informed by the City 
of Springfield that the historic Memorial Field House, 
which has been our central physical education facility, 
was structurally unsound and would need to be 
demolished,” remarked Locklin. It was closed im¬ 
mediately by the college and leveled within weeks. 

“Instead of encountering a defeatist attitude when 
the Field House was condemned, we say the total cam¬ 
pus community rise to the challenge of building a new 
structure that will provide superb and greatly expanded 
educational opportunities for our students,” the presi¬ 
dent continued. 

Under the leadership of James R. Martin, chairman 
and chief executive officer of Massachusetts Mutual 
Life Insurance Co., and John F. Cauley, executive vice 
president of the Friendly Ice Cream Corp., local con¬ 
tributions totalled almost $700,000 — 33 percent over 
the local goal. 

“I commend the work of Dr. Nicholas P. Moutis, 
director of the Division of Health, Physical Education 
and Recreation, and his task force. Working under in¬ 
tense pressure all summer long, he and his collegues 
were able to set new priorities for facilities that will meet 
the ever changing needs pf our curriculum,” the Presi¬ 
dent said. “Architect Alfred P. Casella of Agawam, has 
also designed a complex that is not only functional, but 
visually striking. This will be a truly unique addition to 
the international eductional community.” 

The Physical Education Complex is comprised of two 
separate, but inter-related sturctures. The focal point is 
an arena with a dome that rises 44 feet above the playing 
surface. It also includes accomodations for up to 3,000 
spectators, two basketball courts, an elevated three-lane 
jogging track, multiple teaching stations, weight room 
and offices. 

The adjoining structure houses a multi-prupose 
12,000 square-foot teaching gymnasium, a 5,000 
square-foot combative area that will be used for instruc¬ 
tion and athletics in the wrestling program, and five 
handball/racquetball courts. 

The building will be funded as part of the college’s 
$6.1 million Captial Campaign. National Chairman for 
the fund drive is Art Linkletter, who has been a college 
trustee since 1961. According to Scott H. Willson, vice 
president for public affairs, the campaign has raised 
$2.9 million in the first year.

Committee, members of the board voted to increase the 
cost of school lunches effective February 1. 

Lunches at Agawam High will increase from 30 c to 
40 c . Lunches at all other schools in town will go from 
30 c to 35 c . Adult meals will increase from 60 c to 75 c . 

School Business Manager James Coon detailed the 
necessity for the increases. His report took into account 
rising labor costs, the impact of inflation which has 
caused the lunch program to loose $260 per day, and a 
recent audit which recommended offering a broader 
menu with more variety, especially at the high school 
level. 

In order to allow Food Services Director Frank 
Godek enough time to implement these changes in 
menu, the School Committee also approved the hiring 
of a part-time clerical person for the Food Services 
Department during the school year only. The position 
calls for a 3-hour work day at $3.10 per hour. 

The committee voted to table a controversial proposal 
to give one free pass per family to families of starting 
varsity sports players to sporting events for which ad¬ 
mission is charged. 

This proposal was originally presented as a way to 
relieve some of the financial burden placed on families 
who regularly pay to attend games in which their 
children participate. 

The proposal was tabled pending exploration of the 
feasibility of selling an “adult activity ticket” similar to 
the student ticket sold in the past. Also to be explored is 
the possibility of eliminating all admission fees charged 
and the impact of such a policy on funds. 

In reference to a letter received from the Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union of Massachusetts urging the Superintendent 
of Schools not to comply with a recently passed school 
prayer law, Mr. Hebert explained that he is bound to 
obey the laws of the Commonwealth until such time as 
they may be overturned. 

The law in question requries each teacher of the first 
class of each day in all grades of public schools to an¬ 
nounce that a period of prayer may be offered by a stu¬ 
dent volunteer. During any such period, an excusal pro¬ 
vision will be allowed for any student who does not wish 
to participate. 

The School Committee also approved a motion allow¬ 
ing Chairman Jessie Fuller to petition the town to 
reinstate the dental health program in Agawam schools. 

A special meeting to discuss the establishment of a 
smoking policy in town schools was set for Tuesday 
evening, January 29th, at 7 p.m.

The Buck Starts A t 
The Council On 
Bonavita Issue

Assuming that Councilor Elaine Bonavita will even¬ 
tually get around to filing a complaint with either the 
Town Manager or the Town Council on her accusations 
that the Agawam Police Department illegally 
disseminated her previous arrest records, it is the belief 
here that our elected Council must first deal with the 
dilemma. 

The powers granted to the Council under the Town 
Charter are clear enough: the Council has the authority 
to subpoena witnesses at their descretion. Seems simple 
enough. 

The Council can then, after reviewing the situation in 
said department or departments, issue the appropriate 
recommendations for the Town Manager to carry our; 
for example, if the misdoing was severe enough, the 
Manager can bring it to the attention of the District At¬ 
torney who can then, after receiving a formal request 
from the town government, proceed with an investiga¬ 
tion of his own. The Council cannot deal with criminal 
sanctions; the DA can. 

So when Councilor Bonavita became aware that her 
arrest records were legally obtained by Officer Gerald 
O’Keefe, but were - -being illegally mailed to the 
newspaper and members of the Council by parties 
unknown, she should have initially filed a complaint 
with Council President Paul Fieldstad, specifying her 
claim and forwarding the proper evidence to back up 
that claim. 

What did transpire was a paradoxical special Council 
session followed by a multi media blitz that wreaked 
havoc at Town Hall and on the Council floor. Along the 
way, the police department and an honest cop, Jerry 
O’Keefe, was dragged through a muddy path of judge¬ 
ment by the press. 

O’Keefe, it should be noted, was acting in the line of 
duty when he obtained Bonavita’s record from the West 
Springfield Police Department. Statements to the con¬ 
trary have appeared in print and we maintain that such 
falsehoods are just an outgrowth of the affair. 

It is evident, because of the uncertainess within the 
police department, that an internal investigation at the 
station is out of the question . While it has been admit¬ 
ted that a background check was being conducted on 
Councilor Bonavita during her drive to a Council seat. 

The reasons for the police inquiry have not been 
publicly disclosed. But it should be stressed that such an 
inquiry, assuming that it was department business, was 
legal and a part of normal procedure. If, on the other 
hand, Bonavita’s claims are valid, then the matter is of 
grave concern. 

The notion that Caba should hold a managerial probe 
is, likewise, haphazard though. He, as Manager, is the 
Police Commissioner, and is also a civil service official. 
If the situation came to a hearing, then in both cases, he 
is the court of last resort for the town. 

Wouldn’t it put Caba in a precarious position if in¬ 
deed the case came to a hearing where the final conclu¬ 
sion would see him handing out municipal sanctions? 
How can he hold an initial probe and then later appear 
as an unbiased hearing officer? Can’t happen. Maybe if 
we had a civilian police commission the situation could 
be placed before that body. Unfortunately we don’t. 
This brings us back to the Council. 

It’s too bad that when Bonavita asked for the Thurs¬ 
day special session it could not have been held in ex¬ 
ecutive session, where it belongs anyway. 

Wouldn’t it be nice that instead of lip service, 
parlimentary manuevers and lack of moxy on the Coun¬ 
cil’s part, the Council could meet, follow a sense of pro¬ 
tocol, and decide how much merit is in Bonavita’s ac¬ 
cusations. From there, bring it before the DA for fur¬ 
ther action if necessary. 

From where we sit, the matter is still the Council’s 
responsibility. If Councilor Bonavita wishes to pursue 
the issue further still, she can bring it to civil court for 
redress. 

She must also immediately cease and desist from her 
Joan of Arc revelations, such as calling for the resigna¬ 
tion of Town Counsel Lambert Ollari and blatantly 
declaring that Fieldstad is a coward. Such hype is not 
the solution; nor is it in the best interests of Agawam. 


Kennedy Stumbles 
In Iowa

You are a long distance runner. Your face is suffused 
with sweat, and the paleness that follows ruddiness and 
indicates over-exertion. You are still running, but your 
legs twitch and waver. The sun pierces your temples like 
bullets from a gun. Your white sweat-band hangs on 
your head like a noose. You are faltering. Your 
thoughts break on the shore of consciousness and disap¬ 
pear with the surf. Determination, like a sand castle, 
washes into the sea. 

You are Jimmy Carter in a 7.2 mile raod race in 
Maryland during the summer of 1978. Your defeated 
expression is carried in papers throughout the world. 

You are Ted Kennedy after the Iowa caucuses and 
you have just taken the worst beating of your life. Jim¬ 
my Carter has just “whipped your ass,” as he in¬ 
delicately promised Toby Moffett he would in a lun¬ 
cheon in the White House last spring. 

After his low of last summer and early fall, Jimmy 
Carter is back running with a flourish; Ted Kennedy is 
stumbling. The race is a long one, but already it offers 
interesting glimpses into the running styles of the two 
candidates and affords early speculation as to the final 
otcome. 

Ted Kennedy is going to lose. Let me be the first in 
Massachusetts to say it aloud. It’s not because of his 
showing against Carter in Iowa; most analysts attribute 
the President’s wide margin to concern for foreign 
policy, and the incipient loyalty which Iowans and other 
midwestern Democrats characteristically show a Presi¬ 
dent in times of trouble. 

No, Kennedy’s problems are not with Carter; they are 
with Kennedy. CBS polls taken in Iowa shortly before 
the caucuses show Kennedy losing not only to Carter, 
but to Republican candidates Regan, Baker and Bush 
as well. 

So even if the current, crises in the Mideast and 
Afghanistan were to suddenly abate, Kennedy’s pro¬ 
blems would not vanish with the Soviet troops. His pro¬ 
blems are buried deeply - within Ted Kennedy himself. 

The nagging questions persist: what makes Teddy 
run, socially, politically, and presidentially. When 
Roger Mudd asked these questions, Kennedy lapsed into 
almost catatonic incoherence. In fact, Kennedy’s per¬ 
formance was so bad and Mudd’s questioning so 
devastating that Roger may well be remembered as the 
man who slew Kennedy. 

The Mudd interview that was aired in early December 
gave many Americans, particularly those who are used 
to reading the Boston Globe, the first sign that Ted Ken¬ 
nedy was fallible, perhaps even vulnerable. It was a 
searing revelation; for many, Kennedy was next to the 
gods. 

Mudd asked questions about Kennedy’s social life, 
that elecited vague responses that were only faintly 
revealing, as when Kennedy revealed that he and wife 
Joan had a “special understanding” about his conduct 
with other women. On Chappaquiddick, Kennedy’s 
voice took on a strident tone, taunting Mudd to “ask 
me anything you want.” Mudd did, and Kennedy waxed 
nervously unintelligible. When Mudd asked Kennedy 
why he wanted to be President, the Sena^pr lapsed into 
generalities interspersed with ill-formed platitudes and 
incoherence. It left a lasting impression. 

The Mudd interview has, to date, revealed itself as a 
microcosm of Ted Kennedy’s fate with the press. Try as 
he will, to raise questions to the constant level of policy 
discussion; he still cannot escape personal inquiry. Zap. 
Chappaquiddick. 


In an era of unsatiable curiosity about the private 
lives of public figures - the People Magazine Age - it is 
not surprising that Ted Kennedy has found his private 
life a fertile garden tilled by every newspaper in America 
with an expense account large enough to send a reporter 
to Martha’s Vineyard. 

But is this what the Presidential election is all 
about?--more on this next week when we take a look at 
the other runner.

To The Editor: 


I was shocked when I was told by our town officials 
that we signed a contract to re-evaluate our town pro¬ 
perties for $265,000. This is a blatant and outrageous 
expense for our tax payers. This will increase next year’s 

tax rate by $ 1.00. 

The reasons for my shocked state is because our 
former Board of Assessors in 1976 requested $9,000.00 
to bring our property values up to current market value. 
We had received permission from the State Tax Com¬ 
missioner to use an economic factor to accomplish the 
100°7o values as mandated by the state. 

This request was turned down by Mr. Westman, the 
town manager at that time, because he reasoned that 
once we had a full time assessor, this $9,000.00 could be 
saved. The full time assessor’s job would be to imple¬ 
ment the new values on the properties. 

Many communities have done just that, using an 
economic factor to bring their assessed values up to 
date. Easthampton Assessor Chester Zeik told me it cost 
$13,000 to do it. West Springfield Assessor Rudolph 
Basilone said that they are doing it this year for a cost of 
$10,000. The state mandates 100% market value. It 
does not mandate a complete re-evaluation. And to 
quote Mr. Basilone, “the amount of $265,000 is 
ridiculous.” 

I have spoken to several councilors on this matter. 
Their response was that they had only appropriated 
$75,000. However, it seems that once our Council ap¬ 
propriates funds, a contract can be signed for any 
amount in excess of that appropriation. 

The firm that received the contract, United Appraisal 
of Hartford, is the same firm that got the contract to do 
our original re-evaluation in 1970 for $60,000. After 
they completed the re-evaluation, their contract stated 
that they were to defend their values before the Ap¬ 
pellate Tax Court. When we did go before the Appellate 
Tax Court, they lowered their values to settle out of 
court which resulted in financial losses to our town. 

I don’t know how much of a profit this firm is going 
to make on this contract, but I would venture to say that 
an appraiser doing the job for $30,000 would make a 
comfortable profit.

Guest Editorial 

On The Police Chief And Civil Service

This council has the opportunity to again send a clear 
message to the State Legislature that it doesn’t wish to 
have its police chief on Civil Service. The whole system 
is coming under attack from various sources and rightly 
it should, and every selectman, mayor or manager in 
this state I believe secretly wishes the system could be 
abolished, but very few will speak out condeming it for 
governments now so large that it becomes politicly un¬ 
wise to oppose it, for the vast majority of the people do 
not yet understand the detrimental impact it has on effi- 
cent government. As a group they are not yet ready to 
come out and vote to dispense with it. 

Very recently a newspaper writer in this state wrote, 
“One of these days a candidate is going to run not just 
against an opponent, but against the public employees, 
their Civil Service system, and unions, and he will be 
able to submit a highly documented case as to the im¬ 
pact that these public employees organizations are hav¬ 
ing at both the state and local level’’. 

Civil Service has erected a wall aginst effective 
managerial action and supervision. The system protects 
incompetent people and supervisors are reluctant to in¬ 
stitute any sort of disciplinary procedures for they are 
easily and regularly outranked by someone in Boston. 

Civil Service is a merit stifling system wherein a 
designated length of time*determines a persons salary 
and not his ability or willingness to do the job. 

Civil Service has cloaked management in a paralysis 
where the administrators have lost control of three basic 
managerial tools, the power to hire, to demote, and to 
fire. 

A legislative Commission on Civil Service laws has 
just completed public hearings all over the state taking a 
comprehensive look at the state and local personel pro¬ 
blems, particularly the inability of exisiting Division of 
Civil Service to deal with any kind of efficiency in handl¬ 
ing examinations, appeals, and classifications. 

The Legislature will soon have to act on the very con¬ 
troversial subject, a proposal to abolish either Civil Ser¬ 
vice or collective bargining. It is finally becoming crystal 
clear that government employees are enjoying far more 
protection than people in the private sector. 

Representative Barney Frank from the city of Boston 
has, I believe, taken a courageous stand in supporting 


the idea divesting employees of Civil Service security. 
His big hang up with Civil Service is that it is so rigid and 
so heavily imbalanced in favor of public employees that 
no area of government is able to perform at a resonably 
productive rate. 

Under Civil Service protection employees can be 
dismissed only for cause and this means actual convic¬ 
tion for a misdeed. The fact apparently that the 
employee simply isn’t doing the job or is loafing or is 
not obeying orders is nor necessarily a cause. 

We have had instances of insubordination with 
employees and department heads within our own town 
government that really never reached the decision mak¬ 
ing body because it was known before hand that to pur¬ 
sue it would have ended in frustration. Orders of the 
manager were completely ignored because of the protec¬ 
tive wall surrounding the employee. 

This desire to make government better and more 
responsive and to have any sense of fairness for the tax 
payer is not a local out growth but a nation wide condi¬ 
tion and one with which our President has attempted to 
deal. 

The Dean of Purdue University Graduate School of 
Management has stated that one of the foremost pro¬ 
blems with the private sector is that there are no incen¬ 
tives to be efficient, just to be bureaucatic and even big¬ 
ger. 

The Springfield Newspaper quoting a speech by Gar¬ 
ret Lynch a few short years ago while he was a legislator 
from Westfield and Vice President of the Civil Service 
Committee stated that Civil Service is filled with 
politics. 

People with first hand information, those who must 
deal with the situation daily are beginning to speak out 
and to condem the system. 

I would be hopeful that we here on this council would 
not be forming another protective agency for the public 
employee. It is difficult for me to understand how 
anyone can run for public office telling the people of 
their concern for good government and their determina¬ 
tion to do the right thing for the tax payer and continue 
to support a measure of this sort.

Fieldstad and Caba, both of whom have only recently 
asssumed their offices, have expressed the willingness to 
take on the responsibilities involved and have requested 
a plan of action dealing with the latest outbreak be 
drawn up and submitted by Health Director Young. 

In a letter to Caba outlining the position of the School 
Department, Hebert stated, “James Bruno and the 
elementary principals have expended extraordinary 
amounts of time and energy in attempting to deal with 
the problem. They are, however, not certified health 
personnel and do not possess the training of Mr. 
Young.” 

Hebert reitereated the fact that the school personnel 
will continue to cooperate to the fullest with the Health 
Department, but saw no legal way they could take on 
the supervision of this situation. 

Both Fieldstad and Caba have acknowledged that 
they have received calls from town residents concerned 
with the problem’s increase again. They have already 
begun action to combat the spread of the infestation. 

Caba reported that he had contacted other area towns 
to investigate the manner in which they handle their nur¬ 
sing personnel. 

“Most other towns around here have the nurses under 
the jurisdiction of the School Department,” he said. “I 
believe that’s the way we should be set up also, but the 
charter changed the nurses to the supervision of the 
Health Department. The way it is here, there’s not all 
that much the School Department can legally do insofar 
as assigning nurses.” 

Caba expressed his hopes to get the nurses back under 
the jurisdiction of the School Department, but stated 
this most likely could not be done until the next regular 
election. He is looking into other possible means, 
though. 

For now, they plan to send information home to 
parents to get them involved in the treatment necessary 
to clear up infested individuals and homes. 

Caba also stated, “We are planning to ask the Town 
Council for money for more nurses. I don’t forsee any 
problem getting this appropriation because everyone 
realizes by now that we must act quickly and efficiently 
to eliminate the entire situation once and for all.”

What docs it mean to probate an estate? 

When a person dies, if that person has left any assets 
in his or her own name, such as a house, a car, or a bank 
account, that person has left an estate which must pass 
thru a procedure in the Probate Court. 

The reasons for the procedure in the Probate Court 
are to ascertain what assets the person had at the time of 
death and what individuals have claims to these assets 
either as a creditor, an heir, a person claiming under a 
will and finally, the state, who wants its pound of flesh 
for estate taxes if the estate is of an amount that requires 
that such taxes be paid. 

It is important to note that the only person who can 
legally handle and deal with the property of someone 
who has died is the person appointed by the Probate 
Court as part of the probate procedure. Any person 
who attempts to confiscate or dispose of assets of the 
deceased without court appointment may become legal¬ 
ly liable. 


The only way to avoid probate is to leave this world 
without owning any property in your own name. Jointly 
held property and insurance proceeds payable to a nam¬ 
ed beneficiary are not part of the probated estate, 
however, they are included as part of the taxable estate 
for estate tax purposes.

Mail reservations are now being accepted for 1980 
camping season by DEP of Connecticut. There are 
1,489 campsites available in 17 state parks and forests 
during the ’80 season with no increase in per-night fees. 
The season opens April 15th at all camps except Lake 
Waramaug State Park which opens May 15 and runs 
through Sept. 30. 

Reservations must be for at least two nights but not 
more than 14. Check or money order for full fee must 
be sent with the reservation form to: DEP, Office of 
Parks and Recreation, 165 Capitol Avenue, Hartford, 
Conn. 06115. There must be a seven day span between 
the end of one stay and the beginning of the next at the 
same camp. However, the 7 day wait is not required if 
the camper moves on to a different park or forest. 

Park rates for ordinary camping are: $2.00 per night 
at Devil’s Hopyard State Park in East Haddam, 
Macedonia Brook State Park in Kent, Mashamoquet 
Brook State Park in Pomfret Center. $3.00 per night at 
Black Rock State Park in Thomaston, Hopeville Pond 
State Park in Jewett City, Housatonic Meadows State 
Park in Cornwall Bridge, Kettletown State Park in 
Southbury, Lake Waramaug State Park in Kent, Taylor 
Brook Campground in Winchester, and American 
Legion State Forest in Pleasant Valley. $4.00 per night 
at Hammonasset Beach State Park in Madison, and 
Rocky Neck State Park in Niantic. 

If you are planning to stay at the above parks this 
season, it is advisable to make your reservations early. 
The gasoline crunch is going to make a big impact on 
the demand for space.

Fuelwood Project 

A federally funded fuelwood project which took 
place in Three Rivers, Mass, counties last year has been 
expanded to include a total of 13 counties, and is ex¬ 
pected to yield an estimated 87,500 cords of low-cost 
fuelwood in 1980. 

The U.S. Agricultural Conservation Program has 
made available to Mass. $375,000 to be used to enable 
private landowners in the 13 countries to finance 
technical assistance in forest management and timber 
stand improvements to produce low-cost fuelwood. 

Under the project, private consulting foresters, 
cooperating with state service foresters and Agriculture 
Stabilization and Conservation Service officials in each 
county, will assist landowners in marking stands for 
fuelwood cutting, improving access and fire prevention 
trails, and developing sound 10-year forest management 
plans.
